Congress called BP and its drilling 
partners to account Tuesday for a 
“cascade of failures” behind the 
spreading Gulf oil spill, zeroing in 
on a crucial chain of events at the 
deep-sea wellhead just before an 
explosion consumed the rig and set 
off the catastrophic rupture. 

In back-to-back Senate inqui- 
ries, executives of the three com- 
panies at the heart of the massive 
spill were chastised by senators 
over attempts to shift the blame 
to each other. And they were asked 
to explain why better preparations 
had not been made to head off the 
accident. 

“Let me be really clear,” Lamar 
McKay, chairman of BP America, 
said at the hearing. “Liability, blame, 
fault — put it over here.” He said: 


“Our obligation is to deal with the 
spill, clean it up and make sure the 
impacts of that spill are compensat- 
ed, and we’re going to do that.” 

By “over here,” McKay meant

Supreme Court ruled 
that memorial could 
stay on public land 

Los Angeles 

A cross in the Mojave Desert that 
was built to honor Americans 
who died in war has been stolen, 
less than two weeks after the U.S. 
Supreme Court allowed the reli- 
gious symbol to remain on fed- 
eral land. 

The 7-foot-high cross was sto- 
len late Sunday or early Monday 
by people who cut the metal bolts 
that attached the symbol to a rock 
in the sprawling desert preserve, 
National Park Service spokeswom- 
an Linda Slater said. 

Authorities had no immedi- 
ate motive for the theft, but Slater 
said possible suspects range from 
scrap metal scavengers to peo- 
ple “with an interest in the case,” 


Slater said. 

The U.S. Justice Department 
was looking into the case, and a 
veterans group planned to offer 
a $25,000 reward to help catch 
the thieves. 

“The American Legion expects 
whoever is responsible for this vile 
act to be brought to justice,” said 
Clarence Hill, the group’s nation- 


al commander. 

The cross came under legal fire 
about a decade ago by a former park 
service employee on grounds that it 
violated the constitutional separa- 
tion of church and state. A lengthy 
court fight ensued, culminating 
with a 5-4 ruling by the Supreme 
Court that said the cross should

STOCKHOLM 

Muhammad Cartoonist 
Assaulted During Lecture 

A Swedish artist who angered Muslims 
by depicting the Prophet Muhammad 
as a dog was assaulted Tuesday as pro- 
testers interrupted his lecture about the 
limits of free speech. Lars Vilks told The 
Associated Press a man leaped from 
the front row and head-butted him as 
he was lecturing at Uppsala University,

U.S. Missile Strikes Kill 24 

Two separate volleys of American mis- 
siles slammed into a Taliban sanctuary 
in Pakistan close to the Afghan border 
Tuesday, killing at least 24 alleged insur- 
gents in the latest such strikes since a 
failed car bombing in New York, officials 
said. The first strike in North Waziristan 
involved up to 18 missiles— an unusually

Ash Cloud Affects Africa 

Volcanic ash from Iceland wound its 
way south to North Africa and curled 
eastward on Tuesday, forcing authorities 
for the first time to shut down airports in 
Morocco, and in Spain and Turkey. Ten 
airports in Morocco, among them Casa- 
blanca and Tangiers, were being closed 
until at least 7 a.m. Wednesday, (ap) 


Violence, instability 
prompt Americans to 
consider delaying exit 

Baghdad 

American commanders, worried 
about increased violence in the wake 
of Iraq’s inconclusive elections, are 
now reconsidering the pace of a 
major troop pullout this summer, 
U.S. officials said Tuesday. 

The withdrawal of the first 
major wave of troops is expected 
to be delayed by about a month, 
the officials said. Waiting much 
longer could endanger President 
Obama’s goal of reducing the force 


level from 92,000 to 50,000 troops 
by Aug. 31. 

More than two months after 
parliamentary elections, the Iraq- 
is have still not formed a new gov- 
ernment, and militants aiming to 
exploit the void have carried out 
attacks like the bombings and 
shootings that killed at least 119 
people on Monday — the country’s 
bloodiest day of 2010. 

The threat has prompted mili- 
tary officials to look at keeping as 
many troops on the ground, for as 
long as possible, without missing 
the Aug. 31 deadline. A security 
agreement between the two nations 
requires American troops to be out 
of Iraq by the end of 2011. 


Meanwhile ... 

The day after militants in Iraq 
launched coordinated pre-dawn at- 
tacks on Baghdad checkpoints, fed- 
eral police and Iraqi soldiers blamed 
the violence on a lack of support for 
weakening security. Security forces 
told the Christian Science Monitor 
that only half of their colleagues 
typically show up for work. The oth- 
ers pay their commanders to get 
out of their jobs. Working conditions 
make bribery seem palatable. One 
policeman said he must spend six- 
hour breaks between shifts in the 
90-degree heat at a facility with no 
fans or running water, (csm/express) 


In Baghdad and Washing- 
ton, U.S. officials say they remain 
committed to the deadline, which 
Obama has said he would extend 
only if Iraq’s security deteriorates. 
Getting out of Iraq quickly and 
responsibly was among Obama’s 
top campaign promises in 2008. 

Already, the violence will likely 
postpone the start of what the top 
U.S. commander in Iraq, Army Gen. 
Ray Odierno, has called the with- 
drawal “waterfall” — sending home 
large numbers of troops in a very 
swift period. Three U.S. officials 
in Baghdad and a senior Pentagon 
official said that the “waterfall” is 
now expected to begin in June at 
the earliest, lara jakes (ap)

Euro’s Downsides 
Come Into Focus 


In wake of debt crisis, 
some nations rethink 
plans to join eurozone 

Budapest, Hungary 

Joining the European Union’s club 
of nations with a common curren- 
cy has long been a goal of most EU 
countries still not using the euro. 
But in the wake of the eurozone’s 
debt crisis, some outsiders are sud- 
denly in less of a hurry. 

After weeks of turmoil, the ben- 
efits of using the euro appear less 
clear than during the financial trou- 
ble of 2007 and 2008, when small- 
er members were protected against 
wild swings in exchange rates. 

The downsides, meanwhile, have 
come into sharper focus over the 
past few months, thanks to Greece’s 
near-bankrupty: Athens faces years 
of draconian cutbacks in return for 
its $142 billion bailout. The condi- 
tions are harsher than those imposed 
by the International Monetary Fund 
last year on Hungary and Romania 

— EU countries that are not in the 
16-country eurozone subset — in 
exchange for their rescue loans. 

Aspiring eurozone members 
have been given food for thought 

— and euroskeptics ammunition. 



Polish PM Donald Tusk has said joining 
the eurozone is suddenly “not a priority.’ 


“The eurozone has questions 
to ask of itself,” said Polish Prime 
Minister Donald Tusk in recent 
days. He said, as of now, joining the 
eurozone was “not a priority.” 

Greece’s agony is now easing 
somewhat, with its borrowing costs 
falling sharply and stocks rallying 
after the EU agreed on the finan- 
cial package to contain the conti- 
nent’s spreading debt crisis. 

But the country — unlike 
Poland, for example — has no cur- 
rency to devalue, so it will have to 
force down wages and prices in a 
painful round of government-spon- 
sored deflation for years. 

A weekend bailout package 
approaching $1 trillion did assuage 
the markets. But the euro remained 
weak after an initial post-bailout 
spike, trading at $1.2687 early 
Tuesday, george jahn (ap)

The Pope Blames 
Church for Abuse 


Benedict XVI calls 
for penitence, justice 
to end clerical scandal 

Lisbon, Portugal 

In his most thorough admission 
of the church’s guilt in the cleri- 
cal sex abuse scandal, Pope Bene- 
dict XVI said Tuesday the great- 
est persecution of the institution 
“is born from the sins within the 
church,” and not from a campaign 
by outsiders. 

The pontiff said the Catholic 
Church has always been torment- 
ed by problems of its own making 
— a tendency that is being wit- 
nessed today “in a truly terrify- 
ing way.” 

“The church needs to profound- 
ly relearn penitence, accept purifi- 
cation, learn forgiveness but also 
justice,” he said. “Forgiveness can- 
not substitute justice.” 


Benedict was responding to 
journalists’ questions aboard the 
papal plane as he flew to Portugal 
for a four-day visit. 

In a shift from the Vatican’s ini- 
tial claim that the church was the 
victim of a campaign by the media, 
and abortion rights and pro-gay 
marriage groups, Benedict said: 
“The greatest persecution of the 
church doesn’t come from enemies 
on the outside but is born from the 
sins within the church.” 

Previously, he has taken to task 
the abusers themselves and, in the 
case of Ireland, the bishops who 
failed to stop them. 

Portugal has reported no cases 
of abuse, and the pontiff was 
expected to address other issues 
during his time here, especially the 
neglect of Christian values. 

After staying in the capital, the 
pope was due to go to the shrine at 
Fatima on Wednesday and to the city 
of Porto on Friday, barry hatton (ap)

Brown’s resignation ended five 
days of uncertainty after last week’s 
general election left the country 
with no clear winner. It left Britain 
with its first so-called hung Parlia- 
ment since 1974. Britain’s Conser- 
vatives won the most seats but fell 
short of a majority, forcing them to 
bid against the Labour Party for the 
loyalty of the Lib Dems. 

Standing outside 10 Downing 
St. alongside his wife, Sarah, Brown 
spoke in strained tones as he wished 
Cameron well. “Only those who have 
held the office of prime minister can 
understand the full weight of its 
responsibilities and its great capaci- 
ty for good.”

Museum Reopens 
After Truck Crash 


Police say driver had 
medical emergency 
before hitting window 

Washington 

The Smithsonian’s Hirshhorn 
Museum reopened Tuesday after 
a delivery truck broke through 
a barrier and crashed into the 
building. 

It was an incident on the Mall 
with little, if any, recent prece- 
dent. The truck shattered a plate- 
glass window that forms part of 
the outer wall of the museum’s 
lobby after the driver had what 
authorities said was a “medical 
emergency.” 

The driver was hospitalized 
with serious injuries. The muse- 
um had closed to the public three 


hours before the 8:30 p.m. crash, 
and no one else was reported to 
have been hurt. 

Pete Piringer, a spokesman for 
the D.C. fire and emergency ser- 
vices department, said the vehi- 
cle was a UPS truck. Authorities 
said it apparently was loaded with 
packages when it swerved onto the 
sidewalk. 

Outside the building, according 
to officials’ accounts, the truck ran 
through the low concrete structures 
that serve as flower pots and pro- 
vide protection. 

Linda St. Thomas, spokeswom- 
an for the Smithsonian Institution, 
of which the circle-shaped museum 
is a part, said the truck came about 
one foot into the building. 

She said it appeared that the 
concrete barrier slowed the truck.

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Md. Voters StiU Divided 
On Death Penalty Issue 


Annapolis, Md. 

The death penalty has sparked 
intense debate in Maryland in 
recent years — but attitudes among 
residents haven’t changed much. 

Sixty percent of Marylanders 
favor use of the death penalty for 
people convicted of murder, while 
32 percent are opposed, according 
to a new Washington Post poll. 

Those figures don’t tell the 
entire story: Given a choice, more 
say they prefer the punishment of 
life in prison with no chance of 
parole than the death penalty — 
by 49 percent to 40 percent. 

Neither result has changed 
much since The Post asked the 
same questions three years ago. 

In 2007, 60 percent supported 
the death penalty, while 35 per- 
cent opposed it. And 52 percent 
said they preferred life without 
parole for those convicted of mur- 


der, while 43 percent said they pre- 
ferred the death penalty. 

Since then, efforts by Gov. Mar- 
tin O’Malley, a Democrat, to repeal 
the death penalty have repeatedly 
fallen short in the General Assem- 
bly. Those bills all sought to replace 
capital punishment with life with- 
out parole. 

His chief rival for governor, for- 
mer governor Robert L. Ehrlich Jr., 
a Republican, has vowed to make 
O’Malley’s handling of the death 
penalty an issue in this year’s cam- 
paign, accusing O’Malley of “she- 
nanigans” to avoid carrying out a 
law with which he disagrees per- 
sonally. 

Maryland has had a de facto 
moratorium on capital punish- 
ment since December 2006, when 
the state’s highest court ruled that 
procedures for lethal injections 
had not been properly adopted.

Davies’ World Cup Dream Denied 



Coach says forward 
hasn’t fully healed 
from near-fatal crash 

Soccer 

Charlie Davies has failed in his 
attempt to make the U.S. World 
Cup team seven months after near- 
ly being killed in a car crash. 

Sidelined since the Oct. 13 
accident, the forward was omit- 
ted Tuesday from the 30-man U.S. 
preliminary roster despite a furi- 
ous effort to make a comeback. The 
team gathers next week for train- 
ing camp, and coach Bob Brad- 
ley will select his final, 23-play- 
er roster from the list before the 
Americans leave for South Africa 
on May 30. 

“Charhe has shown so much heart 
in his work to get back from his inju- 
ries,” Bradley said. “WeVe monitored 
all his workouts. WeVe had people 


there. WeVe observed him, and he 
remained part of the consideration 
right up until yesterday.” 


A 23-year-old from New Hamp- 
shire and Boston College, Davies 
was in his first season with Sochaux 


in France when he was seriously 
hurt in a crash on the George Wash- 
ington Parkway in Virginia that 
killed another passenger. Davies 
had a broken and dislocated left 
elbow; a broken right femur, tibia 
and fibula; and a broken nose, fore- 
head and eye socket. He also was 
left with a ruptured bladder and 
bleeding on the brain. 

Still, he rehabilitated diligently 
and expressed confidence he’d be 
ready for the World Cup. 

“In the end of it, we also had 
information from his club where- 
by he hadn’t been given full med- 
ical clearance and, therefore, was 
not given full release to join the 
camp,” Bradley said. “So, when we 
put that together with everything, 
we just felt that right now, Charlie, 
it’s in his best interest to continue 
his rehab and continue so that he 
can get back to level that he was 
playing last year before the acci- 
dent.”

A Sludgy Sum of 
All Its Stellar Parts 


Sea of 
Cowards 

The Dead

Supergroups are rarely as good as 
the sum of their parts. 

So, it’s refreshing that the Dead 
Weather pulls together a fetching 
blues/garage-rock sound on its 
second album, “Sea of Cowards,” 
that’s only gotten nastier since 
the group’s debut, “Horehound,’ 
less than a year ago. And for this 
group, “nasty” is actually a com- 
pliment; there’s something urgent 
about the Dead Weather’s sludgy, 
distorted sound, which is intensi- 
fied by the vocal trade-offs between 
Alison Mossheart (the Kills, Dis- 
count) and Jack White (the White 
Stripes, the Raconteurs). 

The Dead Weather also includes 
the Raconteurs’ Jack Lawrence and 
Queens of the Stone Age’s Dean Fer- 
tita, but the band’s pedigree barely 


matters once the music starts. 

Album opener “Blue Blood 
Blues” starts with guitar lines that 
rumble and screech, quickly giv- 
ing way to White’s trademark blues 
snarl. And things only get more 
haunting when Mossheart takes 
over on lead; the opening bass line 
on “Hustle and Cuss” begins with 
a whisper, but each subsequent 
instrument builds until her vocals 
come in with such a throaty timbre 
they sound almost possessed. 

But the best part is the cat- 
and-mouse game between Moss- 
heart and White. They trade off 
leads, and they sing along with 
each other — but more impor- 
tantly, their vocals are distorted 
enough that sometimes it’s not 
instantly obvious who’s who. The 
voices on “Looking at the Invisi- 
ble Man” convey a fiery sense of 
urgency, while the feisty “Jaw- 
breaker” sounds like a saucy taunt 
from a voice that could, quite lit- 
erally, break jaws. Catherine lewis

A New York exhibit 
examines American 
women’s wardrobes 


Museums 

The American woman’s claim to 
fame in the fashion world mirrors 
what the country’s roots are built 
on: freedom. 

From the heiresses in the 1890s 
to the screen sirens of the 1940s — 
and, really, into the 21st century — 
it was American style icons who 
helped move fashion forward with 
new standards of beauty, sexuality, 
power and art, even if many of the 
best couturiers lived and worked 


across the Atlantic. 

The Metropolitan Museum’s 
Costume Institute celebrates this 
influence in its new exhibit, “Amer- 
ican Woman: Fashioning a Nation- 
al Identity.” 

“Whenever you think of Amer- 
ica, you think about emancipation, 
modernity and progress — and 
American women because their 
clothes are the ultimate symbol 
of progress and modernity,” said 
curator Andrew Bolton. 

Visitors enter through a photo- 
graphic re-creation of Manhattan’s 
Washington Square arch, which, 
coming from the end of the 19th 
century, notes the complementa- 
ry explosion of local architecture

and apparel at that time. The first 
gallery represents the high, expen- 
sive, elaborate style of the nation’s 
wealthiest women. They still bought 
their clothes in Paris, but their look 
— and the American spin they put 
on it — was exported back to Europe 
via the characters in Edith Whar- 
ton and Henry James novels.

To best show off the heiress’ va- 
va-voom silhouette, Bolton select- 
ed low-cut ballgowns with tiny, 
nipped waists; provocative low 
bustlines; and rich fabrics. One of 
the most stunning came from the 
French House of Worth: a blue- 
and-cream gown decorated with 
delicate mousseline and butter- 
fly-themed embroidery. 

The heiresses’ independent 
streak whet the appetite for the 
next generation’s more carefree 
style that would only be furthered 
with the athletic Gibson Girl, a cre- 
ation of illustrator Charles Dana 
Gibson, followed by the bohemi- 
an, suffragist and flapper. 

Then came the Holljrwood star- 
let, who, with her mix of glamour 
and sophistication, has remained a 
muse for fashion designers around 
the world, samantha critchell (ap)

a crushing irony that growers in 
Virginia and Missouri, which had 
previously been the biggest wine 
regions, had to go to California to 
relearn the trade. 

Could this have changed the 
widely negative perception of 
Virginia wines? 

The few remaining Norton vines 
that were not pulled up during Pro- 
hibition are old and gnarled. As 
wine experts know, the older the 
vine, the better the wine. Without 
Prohibition’s rupture, you would 
have Missouri and Virginia as 
venerable elders in winemaking. 
California would be seen as the 
new world. That isn’t to say that 
the wines there couldn’t be great, 
but there wouldn’t be the pride of 
place that we would have had with 
these older wine regions.

Q&A 

As the restaurant critic for Wash- 
ingtonian magazine, Todd Kliman 
usually drinks wine with dinner. 
But in recent years, the native-to- 
Virginia Norton grape has cap- 
tured his attention. After years . 
of research, many glasses of 
wine and sleuthing worthy of 
a spy novel, Kliman put the 
history of the red vino grape 
on paper in his new book, 

“The Wild Vine” ($25, Clark- 
son Potter). In it, he explores 
the fruit’s storied past in this 
country, from its discovery by 
one Daniel Norborne Norton 
in 19th-century Richmond, 

Va., to its position at the fore- 
front of the booming Virgin- 
ia wine industry today. 


What drew you to Norton? 

It’s got the elements that you 
look for in any real story. 


There’s a rise and fall that keep 
the pages moving with interesting 
characters — everyone connected 
to Norton was an outsider. 

What was your first taste of the 
Norton wine? 

A number of years ago, 
I drank it at a crazi- 
ly thrown-together din- 
ner party during a long 
power outage. It was hot 
and sticky, and we were 
drinking wine because 
there was nothing 
else to do. Somebody 
pulled out a bottle of 
Norton, and it tast- 



ed different from anything else I’d 
had. I filed it away and thought, 
“I’ll pursue it.” 

Why did you like the flavor? 

It makes a terrific, distinctive wine 
with a lot of character. It’s earthy, 
wild and good with food. Norton 
is the wine of love and hate, and 
nothing in between. Nobody has 
middle ground with Norton. 

And it has a really interesting his- 
tory, right? 

Norton is the only American grape 
that makes a really good wine. You 
have all these wines in California 
that are winning awards and get- 


ting praise, but they’re all made 
from European grapes. Norton 
is the only American wine from 
American grapes. 

So, why didn’t it 
remain popular? 

If there hadn’t 
been the rupture 
caused by Prohi- 
bition, the area of 
Missouri and Vir- 
ginia would probably 
be regarded now as the 
most noble patch of Amer- 
ican wine country. After Prohibi- 
tion, it shifted to California, where 
Norton doesn’t grow as well. It’s 



Can Norton regain popularity? 

I think it will come back but never 
be what it once was. For the foresee- 
able future, California is the taste- 
maker, creating a certain taste that 
people associate with most wines 
now. So, that will be hard for the 
grape to overcome. 

How should people try 
Norton? 

Norton is made for 
meals. One of the 
first things I tried 
was making enchi- 
ladas with mole. 
The Norton works 
really well with rich 
flavors. It works well 
with seared duck breast in 
cherry sauce, game meats and big 
flavors. It’s a good early spring
